‘The little pebble on the sea ore can iospise 
you with ita varied bistory and career on earth.

‘The little shell. that ls hidden in the mountain 
side, bas a history concealed within its bosom, 
which it stands ready at any time to impart to 
mortals, On it are written the convulsions of 
nature and the scenes It has witnessed during its 
earthly career, Allihings are engaged io writ- 
ing: their owa history. i 

Nothing ie lost. No sound is uttered that

„Scen lu accordance with laws previously un- 


folded, But how does tbe little pebble impart 
ite history, and tell of the scenes it bas witnes- 


ted ; hom does the picco of wood brought from 


a Roman temple, that bas stood for thousands 
of’ years, impart tous the battles it has scen, 
the speeches it bas heard, tbe numerous scenes it 
has observed, and the grandeur of ancient times, 
imbedded within ita silent bosom ? 4 

Well, we will pausea moment bere, retrace 
our steps, and uke into con devel- 
opment of the inspiration of Jesns, then we can 
unfold to you how nature inspires moftals. 

There isa deep philosophy connected with this 
inspiration. fts development is gradual and it 
is brought about in accordance with certain 
well defined Inws. 

Impregvating the whole system is what we 
term animal ragoetism. Incertain portions ot 
the body it is very dense, depending, of course, 
on the character of the constituent parts thero- 
of. This animal magnetism 1s the life element 
of our nature, as |t were, or the animating in- 
fluence thereof, It bas its nucleus in the brain, 
and follows therefrom the various ramifications 
of the nervous system, The bones are almost 
dostitute of it, while the nervous system is fully 
charged with it.

Some persor s can by the influence of 
tbe mind alone, Increase the movement of the 
pulse, at least 15 & minute, or can throw a su- 
perabundance thereof to any part of the system, 
creating an unostural warmth there; tbe con- 
slant attention of the dyspeptic to the stomach, 
throws to tliatorgan an undue quactity of blood, 
rendering a cure almost impossible. 

Now, this magnetic clement of the system, 
under certain circumstances, is almost compkte- 
ly under the control of the mind, and & 
finger, band, arm or the brain, can be depleted 
ofthe same and rendered insensible. 

With Jesus, this magnetism of bis system was 
under his complete control, rendered so by his 
spirit circle who had bim in charge.
